ISSUANCE  OF  A  NONQUOTA  OR  PREFERENCE  QUOTA  IMMIGRATION  VISA 

1.  Classes  of  aliens  who  may  he  issued  a  nonquota  immigration  visa:  A  wife,  unmarried  children  under  21  years  of  age,  or  a 

husband  (where  marriage  occurred  prior  to  July  1,  1932)  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Classes  of  aliens  who  may  be  issued  a  preference  quota  visa:  A  husband  (where  marriage  occurred  on  or  after  July  1,  1932) 

or  the  natural  parent  or  parents  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

3.  Who  may  petition  for  issuance  of  a  nonquota  or  preference  quota  visa:  Any  citizen  of  the  United  States  claiming  that  any 

immigrant  is  his  relative  and  properly  admissible  to  the  United  States  as  a  nonquota  immigrant  or  that  any  immigrant  is 
entitled  to  preference  in  the  issuance  of  an  immigration  visa.  A  Chinese  person  (a  person  who  is  of  as  much  as  one-half 
Chinese  blood  and  is  not  of  as  much  as  one-half  blood  of  a  race  or  races  ineligible  to  citizenship)  is  not  entitled  to  a  nonquota 
or  preference  quota  status  solely  because  of  his  relationship  to  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  unless  such  person  is  the  wife 
of  a  United  States  citizen. 

4.  Petitions  which  may  not  he  approved:  Approval  may  not  be  given  to  petitions  on  behalf  of — 

(a)  an  adopted  child, 

(b)  an  adoptive  parent, 

(c)  a  wife  or  husband  by  proxy,  picture,  or  contract  marriage,  or 

(d)  a  prospective  wife  or  husband.  A  petition  on  behalf  of  a  prospective  wife  or  husband  should  not  be  filed  until  the  mar¬ 

riage  is  legally  consummated. 

5.  Form  of  petition:  A  petition  for  the  issuance  of  a  nonquota  or  preference  quota  visa  must  be  made  on  Form  1-133,  copies  of 

which  may  be  obtained  from  an  ofiice  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service. 

6.  Preparation  of  petition:  The  petition  must  be  made  in  duplicate  and  must  be  typewritten  or  printed  legibly  with  pen  and  ink. 

7.  Execution  of  petition:  You  must  sign  the  petition  in  your  full,  true,  and  correct  name;  if  you  are  a  married  woman,  also  give 

your  maiden  name. 

The  petition  must  be  made  under  oath.  If  you  and  your  witnesses  are  residing  in  the  United  States  your  statements  and 
those  of  your  witnesses  may  be  sworn  to — 

(d)  before  an  officer  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service,  v/ithout  payment  of  fee,  or 

(6)  before  a  notary  public  or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  for  general  purposes;  in  such  cases,  the  official 
seal  or  certificate  of  authority  to  administer  oaths  must  be  affixed.  If  you  or  your  witnesses  are  residing  outside  the 
United  States,  the  statements  made  by  you  or  your  witnesses  outside  the  United  States  must  be  sworn  to  before  a 
consular  officer  of  the  United  States. 

8.  Submission  of  petition:  If  you  are  residing  in  the  United  States,  take  or  mail  the  petition  to  the  office  of  the  Immigration  and 

Naturalization  Service  located  nearest  to  your  place  of  residence.  The  address  of  such  office  ordinarily  will  be  shown  in  the 
space  provided  for  that  purpose  on  the  first  page  of  the  petition  Form  1-133.  If  you  are  residing  outside  the  United  States, 
mail  the  petition  to  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization,  Philadelphia  2,  Pa.,  United  States  of  America. 

9.  Documents  to  be  submitted: 

(а)  If  you  claim  birth  in  the  United  States,  submit  (1)  copy  of  your  birth  certificate  or  (2)  if  birth  certificate  is  unobtainable, 

copy  of  your  baptismal  certificate  under  seal  of  the  church,  showing  place  of  birth  (baptism  must  have  occurred  within 
tAvo  months  after  birth)  or  (3)  if  birth  or  baptismal  certificate  cannot  be  obtained,  affidavits  of  two  United  States  citi¬ 
zens  who  have  personal  knowledge  of  your  birth  in  the  United  States. 

(б)  If  you  acquired  United  States  citizenship  by  reason  of  birth  outside  the  United  States  of  a  citizen  parent,  submit  (1)  copy 

of  your  birth  or  baptismal  certificate  (2)  certified  copy  of  your  parent’s  birth  certificate,  if  your  parent  was  bom  in 
the  United  States  (3)  copy  of  your  parents’  marriage  certificate  (4)  documentary  evidence  of  the  legal  termination  of 
any  prior  marriages  of  either  of  your  parents. 

(c)  If  you  claim  United  States  citizenship  through  the  naturalization  or  citizenship  of  your  husband,  submit  (1)  documentary 

proof  of  your  lawful  marriage  (2)  certified  copy  of  your  husband’s  birth  or  baptismal  certificate,  if  he  was  bom  in  the 
United  States  (3)  documentary  evidence  of  the  legal  termination  of  any  prior  marriage  entered  into  by  you  or  your 
husband. 

(d)  If  your  naturalization,  or  that  of  a  citizen  parent  or  husband  occurred  prior  to  September  27,  1906,  or  within  90  days 

immediately  preceding  the  filing  of  a  petition  for  issuance  of  immigration  visa,  the  naturalization  certificate  should 
accompany  the  petition. 

(e)  A  petition  submitted  on  behalf  of  a  wife  or  husband  must  be  accompanied  by  documentary  proof  of  legal  termination  of 

any  and  all  previous  marriages  of  both  the  wife  and  the  husband.  A  certified  death  certificate  issued  by  the  civil 
authorities  or  decree  of  divorce  bearing  seal  of  the  court  is  required.  If  you  are  of  the  female  sex  and  married  prior 
to  September  22,  1922,  submit  evidence  of  the  citizen  ship  of  your  husband  at  the  time  of  such  marriage. 

(/)  If  the  prospective  immigrant  for  whom  you  are  petitioning  has  ever  been  deported,  ordered  deported,  granted  voluntary 
departure  in  lieu  of  deportation,  been  excluded  from  admission  into  the  United  States  or  removed  under  section  23  of 
the  Immigration  Act  of  1917,  the  facts  concerning  such  proceedings  should  accompany  the  petition  form  in  a  separate 
statement  showing  the  date  and  reason  for  such  proceedings,  the  port  of  departure  and  the  residence  address  of  the 
prospective  immigrant  at  the  time  the  proceedings  were  instituted.

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10.  Evidence  of  financial  status:  The  following  documentary  evidence  must  be  submitted  in  duplicate,  with  the  petition: 

(a)  If  you  are  an  unemployed  married  woman,  supplemental  affidavit  of  support  executed  by  your  husband.  Such  affidavit 

should  be  on  Form  1-134,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  an  office  of  the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service. 

(b)  Statement  from  an  officer  of  the  bank,  postal,  or  other  financial  institution  in  which  you  have  deposits,  giving  the  follow¬ 

ing  details  regarding  your  account:  (1)  date  account  opened,  (2)  total  amount  of  deposits  for  past  year,  (3)  present 
balance. 

(o)  Statement  of  employer,  preferably  on  his  business  stationery,  showing  (1)  date  and  nature  of  employment,  (2)  salary 
paid,  (3)  whether  position  temporary  or  permanent. 

(d)  If  self-employed,  submit  (1)  copy  of  last  income  tax  return,  or  (2)  report  of  a  commercial  rating  concern. 

(e)  List  containing  serial  number  and  denomination  of  bonds,  and  name  of  purchaser. 

The  above-mentioned  evidence  of  financial  status  is  required  to  be  furnished  this  seiwice  in  addition  to  any  such  evidence 
that  may  be  required  by  the  American  consul. 

An  affidavit  of  support  and  documentary  evidence  similar  to  the  above,  may  be  submitted  to  this  service  by  near  relatives 
to  supplement  the  evidence  presented  by  you.  If  additional  affidavits  of  support  are  submitted  with  this  petition,  they  should 
be  made  on  Form  1—134. 

11.  Penalties:  Section  22  (c)  of  the  Immigration  Act  of  1924  provides  that  “whoever  knowingly  makes  under  oath  any  false  state¬ 

ment  in  any  application,  affidavit,  or  other  document  required  by  the  immigration  laws  or  regulations  prescribed  thereunder, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  five  (5)  years,  or  both.” 

Section  346  (a)  (29)  of  the  Nationality  Act  of  1940  provides  that  “to  print,  photograph,  make,  or  execute,  or  in  any  manner 
cause  to  be  printed,  photographed,  made,  or  executed,  without  lawful  authority,  any  print  or  impression  in  the  likeness  of 
any  *  *  *  declaration  of  intention,  or  certificate  of  naturalization  or  of  citizenship,  or  any  part  thereof”  shall  be  fined 

not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  (5)  years,  or  both.
